Daniel Bard began his studies at the Faculty of Music with David 
Zafer and is currently studying with Lorand Fenyves. He made his 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra debut in May 1996 playing Waxman 
Carmen Fantasie. Daniel is a member of the Metro string quartet 
which has collaborated with Shauna Rolston and Laurence Lesser. 


Richard Dorsey has played oboe in many ensembles around the 
world including the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the Oklahoma 
City Symphony Orchestra, the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony 
Orchestra and the Canadian Chamber Ensemble. He is currently 
the principal oboe in the Toronto Symphony. He has a long history 
as a pedagogue, including work with the University of Oklahoma, 
Wilfred Laurier University, the Royal Conservatory of Music, the 
National Youth Orchestra and the University of Toronto. 


Patrick Gallois entered the Paris Conservatoire at the age of 17, 
studying with Jean-Pierre Rampal and Maxence Larrieu. After 
graduating witha First Prize two years later, he joined the Lille 
Philharmonic Orchestra as principal flautist. At the age of 21 he 
became principal flautist and soloist with the French National 
Orchestra, where he remained until 1984. Among the artists he has 
worked with are Pierre Boulez, Myung-Whun Chung, Sir Neville 
Marriner, Kent Nagano and Emmanuel Krivine, Pascal Rogé, 
Natalia Gutman, Krystian Zimerman and the Lindsay Quartet. In 
1990 he founded his own chamber orchestra, the Académie de Paris. 
Since 1991 he has been an exclusive artist with Deutsche 
Grammophon. 


Terence Helmer was a founding member of the Orford Stn. , 
Quartet. A faculty member at SOCMI, he is also active in coaching 
chamber ensembles at the faculty of music, U of T. 


Julie Jung is currently in her fourth year at U of T, studying cello 
with Shauna Rolston. She has previously worked with David 
Hethrington and Aldo Parisot. A member of the Jung Trio, she has 
soloed with many orchestras, including the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra and the UTSO. 


Dale Kimis currently finishing his undergraduate studies at U of T, 
where he studies viola with Steven Dann. 


Max Mandel is a third year student at U of T where he studies 
viola with Steven Dann and violin with David Zafer. He is a 
m Jer of the Metro String Quartet. The quartet studies with 
Lorand Fenyves and has given concerts across Canada, and recently 
in Graz, Austria. This summer in Banff the quartet performed with 
Laurence Lesser and Mr. Mandel appeared as conductor and soloist 
with the Banff Festival Orchestra. He is also the violin/viola 
teacher at St. Christopher House Music School. 


Rachel Mercer has been playing the cello since the age of three. 
Her past teachers have included David Hetherington and Simon 
Fryer and she currently studies with Shauna Rolston. Rachel will 
be performing with the University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
in February 1998. She is also a member of the Metro string quartet. 


Gregory Oh completed his undergraduate studies at U of T in 1996 
as the recipient of the W. O. Forsyth Graduating Scholarship. In 
1997 he completed his Master of Music, as an open fellowship 
holder. Inthe past year he has collaborated with conductor Raffi 
Armenian in Austria, the St. Lawrence String Quartet in Toronto, 
and violinist Moshe Hammer at the Festival of the Sound, which 
was later broadcast on CBC Radio. A former student of Marietta 
Orlov, he is currently studying with Francine Kay and Peter 
Longworth. 


Erika Raum graduated from U of T in 1993 having received the 
Eaton Graduating Scholarship. Since winning first prize in the 
Ir‘ernational Szigeti Violin Competition in Budapest, she has 
} ormed as a recitalist and soloist all over the world. She 
recently soloed with the Toronto Symphony and is making her Ford 
Centre debut in May. This past summer, she gave violin master 
classes at the Banff Centre for the Arts. 


Recognized as a distinguished soloist, recording artist, proponent of 
new music, and chamber musician, Shauna Rolston is one of 
Canada’s most celebrated musicians. She performs regularly on four 
continents appearing in recitals and concerto engagements in the 
prestigious halls of Tokyo, Seoul, Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Sao Paulo, 
New York, Washington D.C., London, Paris, Amsterdam, Budapest, 
Izmir and throughout Canada - as well as summer festivals in 
Norway, Finland, Italy and Banff. She has been a member of of the 
faculty of music at U of T since 1994. 


Mark Skazinetsky, presently in his ninth season as Associate 
Concertmaster of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, is a native of 
Odessa, Ukraine. He is a prominent chamber musician and can be 
heard frequently on CBC Radio and in recital halls throughout th> 
country. He is a founding member of the Maple Trio and t. 
Movable Feast, the latter of which has recorded a CD with 
flautist Susan Hoeppner. Mr. Skazinetsky is also actively pursuing 
a conducting career, and has conducted orchestras such as the 
Hamilton Philharmonic, the Kitchener - Waterloo Symphony, the 
Toronto Festive Orchestra, I Virtuosi di Toronto and most recently, 
the New Hamilton Orchestra.
